Industrial briquettes are used in Ger- 


many for firing locomotives, steam boil- 
ers, for smelting and many other kinds 
of industrial beating. They are made 
of bituminous'coal dust, held together 
by a matrix of mineral pitch and coal 
tar derived from coke ovens or gas-man- j 
ufactories. The pitcu costs from $10 to 
$12 a ton, and it is seldom that more 
than 6 or 8 per cent of"pitch is neces- 
sary to make the briquettes available. 
Pitch of tfiis character can Be tooughl 
much cheaper in the United States than 
ia Germany. These briquettes, while 
not absolutely smokeless, have less 
smoke than ordinary bituminous coal. 
When burned in locomotives or in any 
furnace with a good draft, they.create 
only a thin, translucent inist containing 
little soot 


The manufacture of industrial bri- 


quettes, is controlled by a syndicate 
with a total output of 2,100,000 tons. 
The briquettes vary in weight from 
three to ten pounds and are usually 
square or oblong in shape, convenient 
to be packed or built up into a wall 
like bricks, greatly economizing spsce.

says 8. W. .Watts in Collar's Weekly, 
•writing about bunting the^a animals 
iu Jfewfoundland. Jly companion used 
a 30.40 Winchester and the writer used 


•• an" ,S" Mannlicher. With such strong 


guns we- were &oldoui able to .stop a 
big stag with a single sbot, even when 
hit in a vital spot. One that i.be -xzit- 
er sbot through tbe bcart ran with the 
..rest of the drove for 200 yards, as 
though be bad not been touched, be 
fore collapsing. When we opened him, 
he bad only one bullet bole aud bis 
heart was cut i:i two. Another went 
about tbe same distance on tbe jump 
with both fore shoulders broken and a 
bullet through tbe neck. On several 
other occasions "the stags wben bit 
went off v ith such strength that wben 
they fell tiiey dug then* antlers in tbe 
ground and turned complete somer- 
saults. 


Tbe first caribou we killed was a 


fawn. We picked him out because we 
minted meat, and, being young, we 
thought be ougbt to be tender. In fact, 
however, his meat was almost useless 
—lean, tough, stringy and very dark 
.in color. This was difficult to under- 
stand, and tbe guides, for some reason, 
were unable to offer an explanation. 
However, I learned the reason later* 
"Jt appears that during the-ma ting saa- 
son the fawns are weaned. Tbe old 
stag, driving the'fawn away from tbe 
mother, will strike h}m with his'boras 
and chase him half a mile. As soon 
as tbe stag gives up tbe chase and 
turns back to the doe tbe lawn will re- 
turn; then tbe stag will chase him 
again. This is kept up for < 'ght ur t°n 
days, with the result that iroiti worry. 
violent exercise and cuauge of diet the 
meat of tbe fa-nii becomes for a time 
unpalatable."

Kmlilents Bestowed Upon Tbem by 


tlte atedifcvnl Artists. 


The mediffival artists, having no idea 


of the personal appearance of the Sav- 
iour's-followers, adopted a set of signs, 
or emblems, for each, which soon be 
came familiar to all. The emblem of 
Peter was either a large key or two 
teys crossed, which is readily explain- 
ed by, referring to tte words of Christ 
(Matthew xvi, 19), "And I will give un- 


Oto tbee the keys of the kingdom of 
heaven." The emblem of Paul was a 
sword and a book—the latter to remind 
the beholder that he was a tea*cher of 
men, the former to indicate that he was 
beheaded with a sword. St. Andrew 
was usually figured standing by a cross 
shaped like a letter X, that being the 
form of the cross upon which legend 
says lie was crucified. The emblem of 
SL James the Great was either a sword; 
referring to the fact that ha was also 
beheaded, or a pilgrim's staff, lie being 
a great traveler. 


St. John's embtesn was a caldron, re- 
1 faring to his experience' in the boiling 
oiL St riiilip's emblem is an enigma. 
It was a spear and a cross, yet it is 
known that he was hanged. St. Bar- 
tholomew, who was ••flayed alive," is 
represented with a kaife and his skin 
hanging over his arm. Matthew's em- 
blem is a square, supposed to have 
eoine reference to Christ's calling. St 
Thomas, having been "pierced with a 
dart," is pictured carrying a spear. 
The emblem of James the Ivcss was a 
Club, he haviug been "beaten to death 
•with a faggot:"' St Matthias an ax. he 
having been Jreheaded. Simon's em- 
blem was a saw. Tbe legend says "he 
.was sawn asunder."

shone at all on that ilny on the 
bleak New SiiKlarid coast, on a 
scene of misery on the spot 


hid landed three weeks L-eloro. The 
little compary rif seekers for relitfious 
freedom Imd left nymoutb, Enslnnd. 
iu Sfptember, sit a season of the year 
when the fields of the mother country 
still present an inviting itspict. and the 
contrast between the gieen downs and 
the "stern and rockbound const" ill- 
most appalled them. Nevertheless the 
weary travelers landed, and on Christ- 
mas day the beginning of ''tho first 
house, for common use, to receive them 
and their goods," was made. Before 
the cdming of the new year the land 
had been parceled out and 5,oi;ie of 
tbe stronger spirits bad begun their 
houses. It was not until the middle 
of January that all of the company 
left the Mayflower for tbe land. 


la the meantime the rigors of tbe 


whiter in the new land had been ex- 
perienced. Before the wet spring bad 
passed and summer bad come to glad- 
den the land one-lialf of the settlers 
were laid away in the frozen ground*. 
Yet when tbe MiyfloVcr snilpil to 
England in April not one cf the colo- 
nists returned to 
face the intoler- 
ance at home, so 
strong was tbe 
spirit of these 
men and women. 


To these stern 


old religionists 
everything iu the 
nature of festiv- 
ity was an abom- 
ination, and it Is 
not strange to 
find no mention 
of any observ- 
ance of tbe be- 
ginning of tbe 
new year. 
In- 


deed, at that 
time among Eng- 
lishmen at large 
Jan. 1 was scarce- 
ly recognized as 
tbe beginning of 
a new era, that ETTBYIXG THEIK 
distinction being given then and for 
many years after to March 25, the da\ 
of the Annunciation, or Lady day. Not 
until 1752 did Jan, 1 become the initial 
day of the legal year. Before that time 
it was customary to set down dates 
from Jan. 1 to March 24, inclusive, 
thus: Jan. 15, JG20-1, signifying that 
popularly tbe year was 1G21, but le- 
gally 1620. 
In this, as in all other 


things, tbe pilgrim fathers followed 
tbe English cusfSm. 


Instead of the celebration of New 


Year's day OE of any other"hohday we 
find such entries as "Jan. 20. dies Rose, 
the wife of Captain Staiidish."' Sick- 
ness and death were induced by the 
privation and exposure incident lo tbe 
season and the lack of strong, well 
built domiciles. Wading through the 
icy water from the ship to the snore, 
bearing the scanty building materials 
and the still more scanty supply of 
food, proved fatal to the men, while 
tbe mental anxiety and lack of suita- 
ble provisions carried off the women 
and children. 


Not only weie the pilgrim fathers 


stricken by the lack of suitable shelter, 
but the scantiness and coarseness of 
their food supply during that long and 
terrible first winter piovcd disastrous 
to the little colony. Partial starvation 
was added to the other -errois of the 
settlers, many of whom had been deli- 
cately nurtured in England. 


One affliction was spared the pil- 


grims during tlie terrible wintor days 
that preceded nud followed New Year's 
day, 1<Sil—there 
v>-j-.^ no trouble, ns 


bad been dreaded, with the Indians. It 
has been said of the "fathciV that 
immediately after landing "tln-y fell 
first upon their Uuees r,nd then upon 
tbe aborigines." So far frcra this be- 
ing the case, it is pathetically noted 
that "that winter they had to form 
sevon times more graves for the desd 
than habitations for tbe living." They 
wen- buried on tbe hank not far from 
tile landing—a spot still to be venerated 
—and, lest the Indians sbouM lake 
courage to attack the survivors from 
tbeir weakened state, tbe soil which 
covered the graves «f tbcir beloved 
relatives was carefully bt.iteTi down 
and planted witb a crop of con:.

Johannes was a rawboned, innocent 


faced youth who distributed cabbage, 
kerosene and other delicacies among 
the ^customers of Sebastian Schwein- 
furth, grocer. Johannes, called "Honr-c'' 
for short, had not been in this country 
very long; therefore he was proud of 
bis skill in writing and speaking tbe 
English language. His task it \tas at 
inorn and noon and dewy eve to take 
upon his shoulder a basket ot grocery 
goods at which a horse might look sick 
and shake its head and carry tbs same 
hither and thither to persons who lived 
in the sixteenth story, moie or less, of 
skyscrapiug apartment houses. It was 
bis \\ ont to whistle up the dumb waiter 
shaft and immediately send the pota- 
toes and sauerkraut bowling merrily 
upward after tbe whistle. 
He was 


good natured; be was strong as an ox; 
he was a-teff-as lacking in tbe .divine 
sense of humor as an ox.

Tbf late Prank Norris Jn 'an nrticla 


in Wortd'g Work says that tfie Ameri- 
can epic, which on tbe shelves of pos- 
terity should have stood ahoulder to 
•boulder ,wltb the "Heraskringla" and 
the "Tales of the Nlbelungeii" and the 
"Song of Roland," trill never be -writ- 
ten because the Hector of an ignored 
••Iliad" has been forgotten. "One of the 
requirements of aii epic—a true epic—is 
that its'action must devolve upon some 
great national event 
There was no 


tack of such iu those fierce years after 
forty-nine. Just that long and terrible 
journey from the Mississippi to the 
ocean is an epic in itself. Yet no seri- 
ous attempt has ever been made by an 
American author to render into prose 
or verse this event in our history as 
'national' in scope, in origin and In 
-results as the Revolution itself. Tbe 
prairie schooner is as large a figure in 
the legends aa the black ship9 that bore 
TJlysses homeward" from Troy. 
The 


•ea meant as much to the Argonauts of 
the fifties as it did to the ten thousand. 


"And the Alamo! There is a trumpet 


call in the word, and only the look of 
it on the printed page is a flash of fire, 
but,the very histories slight the deed, 
and to many an American born under 
the same flag that the Mexican rifles 
shot to ribbons on that splendid day 
the word is meaningless. Yet Ther- 
mopylae was less glorious, and in com- 
parison with that siege the investment 
of ,Troj was mere wanton riot. At the 
very least the Texans in that battered 
adobe-church fought for the honor of 
their flag and tbe greater glory of their 
country,-~no't"for'loot orHthe possession 
of the person of an.adulteress. Young- 
men are taught to consider the "Iliad," 
with its butcheries, its glorification of 
inordinate selfishness and vanity, as a 
classic. Achilles—murderer, egotist, ruf- 
fian and liar—is a hero. But the name 
of "Bowie, the name of the man who 
gave his life to bis flag at the JV!la- 
HK>, is perpetuated only in the des- 
ignation of a knife. 
Crockett is the 


hero only of a 'funny story' about a sa- 
gacious coon, while Travis, the" boy 
commander who did what Gordon with 
an)empire back of him failed to do, is 
quietly and definitely ignored. He died 
In i defense of an ideal, an epic hero, a 
legendary figure, formidable, sad. He 
died facing down, injustice, dishonesty 
and .crime; died 'in his boots,' and the 
same world that has glorified Achilles 
and.,frgottea Travis finds none so poor 
toidojuim reverence."'

famous consulting physician in dietet- 
ics, has forwarded to Secretaries Root 
and Long and Generals Miles and Cor- 
bin a statement containing his conclu- 
sions as to the proper feeding for fight- 
ing men. Speaking to the Chicago 
Daily News London correspondent the 
other day, Dr. Yorke-Davies said: 


"Wars hare been lost and won by 


commissary departments. The fate of 
peoples In civil conflict depends on the 
character of the food they eat Sol- 
diers and sailors in this country (Eng- 
land) at present get too much bread 
and too little meat. The military suc- 
cesses of the ancient Greeks were due 
to their fare, which consisted of plain 
meats and almost nothing else. Much 
of England's trouble in South Africa 
was the result of diet The transports 
landed the soldiers on the battlefield 
overfat from the consumption of starch. 


"Rich food makes men effeminate, 


and cowardly! Animal food makes 
them courageous and hardy. America's 
army is the best in the world because 
its feeding is more nearly right than 
that of any other nation. Russia cornea 
next England is third. Germany-is 
fourth and France a bad fifth. The sol- 
dier, especially tbe growing soldier, 
should have one pound of meat each 
day in peace and an extra quarter of a 
pound during war."
